as have thereby attained to the height of Glory : For Storys of Bat- 
tels, and of War. lite Enterprizes, if drawn to the Life, do moſt com- 
monly (as it were) bear Fire in themſelves, the which often ſo ins 
flames the Souls of youth, that it ſtirs them up with a deſire to imi- 
tate the ſame, and the very Rememberance inſpires them with Courage. 
For the Soul of Man being compoſed of a fiery ſubſtance (if not re- 
ſttained by dulneſs and groſs Humours of tho body) will be ever 
reaching after this Sublime, placed in more than ordinary Sphere, 
eſpecially in Exgliſß men, who at this day are Famed for Courage & 
true Heroick valour through all the yet known World. No Nation 
under Heaven but in that muſt give us the prehemency, or We may 
juitly claim it as our Birth: rights. And now dear Country Men, fince 
I have taken ſome ſmall pains in drawing out this Hiſtory, as - 
near as poſſible, to the Life, I hope you will be ſo juſt to tho memory

How he was purſued by Duke Philbertus, how he 
bug hi with him at Sea, and took him Priſomey : How he worſted all the 
German Princes, ani won from t hem the Emperors Daughter; he retur- 
ning here to England, kills the monſtroes Dun Cow: A ter being ſent 
abroad, he kills ſixteew of Date Ottons men, 'mho lay in a wood to inte 
cept his Life; affiſts tbe Duke of Lovain againſf Lorain, raiſes the 
þ ge, with A dreadful overthrow ; afterwaras makes peace, and with Iwo 
Thouſand men puts to Sea, in order to the Relief of izantium, beſteged 
by the Turks, meets with ſeveral Pirates, and deſtroyt many of them, raiſes

tuation, fer fail from Calli with 2co Ships, thinking with his experienced 
Leigions, ard old Souldiers trained in War, in a ſhort ſpace to, oyer-1un this 
Ifle, then ignorant in feats of Arms; but ere he Landed, found true Brittiſß 
Valour, fo beyond his expectation, that he ſtood amazed: For the ritt in: ha- 
ying Notice ofthe Invaſion, all aſſembled under their feveral Kings or Pr ip ces. 
Coſſibilain, a famous Brittain. then being chief; from whom renowned Guy 
our tamous Exgliſb Champion ſprung; they encountered the Romans fo 
fiercely at their Landing, that Ceſar himſelf was forced ſhamefully to retreat 
with the loſs of his own Sword, and ſeveral Enſigns and Standards were taken, 
his Army broken. and he forced back to France, to make Recruits :* woch was 
the Valour then our Nation bore and at the firſt on- ſet foiled prctid Reme, to 
whole diead Arms the World their portion homage pail; nor did ſhe make a 
Conqueſt here at laſt by the Sword, bur after infinite loſs, and twenty years 
toyl, was forced to grant the Brattains their own terms; the which was in the 
Reign of Augufus, about the time of our Saviout's Birth, that Prince of 
Peace, who eſtabliſhed Peace throughout the world : And for 4 years that the 
Roman Emperors by their Lieutenants Ruled this Iſle, no Nation :#-rded 
more valiant and tedoubted men, who are continually drawn out for to ſupply 
their Armies in moſt quarters of the World; till the red}Horſe went out to 
take peace from the Barth; and the Reman Empire was grown fo great that the 
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Bole was not able to ſupport the Branches; whereupon the Goths and Vandal, 


breaking into /faly, tore it in pieces, ſo that the Romans, to ſave their own' 


nearer home, abandoned this Ile, and carried with rhem all the Flower of 
Britiſh Chivalry; upon which, the Scots and Pidts taking the advantage, oyer- 
run the Nortbern parts, deſtroying all with fire and ſword, ſo lamentably, that 


the diſti oſſed Briitaius were forced to call unto their aid the Saxons, a war · Iixe 


People, that then floutiſhed in Germany, which helped but to make their mi- 
let ies the greater, for aftcr they had ſubdued the Britiſh Enemies, they became 
wor ſe Enemies themſelves, for Hingeſt and Horſus, their two Captains, ob- 
ferying the fruitfulneſs and pleaſant ſcituation of the Country, were loath to 
return to their own barren {oy}, without good hooties; whereupon, and the 


Heuer to create aquatrel, the former married his Daughter to Yertimor, the 


Brittiſb King (deſcended Leneally from the before-memion Caſſibilain) rai- 
fed no ſmall regret amongſt the Brittiſb Nobillity; eſpecially becauſe through 
her means the Saxons were preferred to the chief Diguities, the which increa- 
fed their intereſt, and go! them firmer footing in the Land, cf which they com- 
plaining to the King, and finding no redreſs, put ſome affronts upon the Saxon 


 Thiets, who glad of any opportunity to beget a — — (as they 


pretended for want of their promiſed pay ſeized ſeveral Towns wherein their 
Souldiers were quattered; this alarm'd the Brittuins who headed by the young 
Prince, Votimers Son, overthrew them in a pitched Battle, though not 


v ichout much {laughter on both ſides: and after having driven them out of all 


their places ot ſticugth, oblieged them io have the Land; but long they reſted 
not content, for the next Year, having gathered a great ſtrength they ſer ſail 
for this ſle, the ſhores of which were ſo manfully defended againſt chem, that 
they finding no poſſibility to Land, deſited a Truce, and that they might treat 


with the Brittiſb Nobillity abuut — them their Daughter 3 the which, 


atter ſome debate, was granted. and about ſix y ofthe Jaxons come on ſhore pri- 


vately Armed, to treat With the l ke number of Brutains, and in the midſt of 


the treaty, every Soxon (as it was before contrived) flew his man, unleſs one 
who treated with (as ſome ſay) the Earl of Warwick, the Earl ſeeing the 
crezchery, prevented him by yr up an hedg-ſtake, with which he beat out 
his Brains and killed five or fix more, himf-If getting away with only a flight 
wound in the left Arm. The chief Nobility being thus murthered by treachery; 
che amazed Britains retreated & gave the Snus opportunity to land, the which 
they had no ſooner done, but they fell to their old trade of laying all waſt with 
fre and ſword ; the which they exccuted with ſuch cruelty, as made the people 
fee before them to the Mountains (which are now called Wales, and are the 
ical Ancient Bratains) leaving their Houſes, and what they could not * 
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drive away, to the ravage of rbe bloody Conquerors, who devided the Nation 
into feven parts, and named it an Hepterchy, each potion having a King over 
it, which continued fo in civil wars amongſt themſelves about three hundred 
years, ti l it was totally, ſubdued by Edgard the great K, of the Weſt-Saxm, 
ſirnamed Athelſtone, about the ſixth year of whoſe Reign was the ever Fa- 
mons Champion Guyral-'us Caſſibilan ius, vulgarly call'd Guy of Warwick, who 
as credible Hiſtorians do affirm, deſcended Lineally from the Brittiſb Royal 
blood, ever ſince Caſſibilanins the War. like Prince before recired, through the 
many changes and miſeries of War c'ouded in obſcurity, which now will be 
the ſubje& of this enſuing Hiſtory lince we have already ſhown you the miſ- 
ſe: ies of cruel War, and the bravery of Bruzſb _ under fach afflictions, 
and traced through the many adverſe windings the deſcent of our Hero, Eng- 
lands chief glory, whoſe name will live whi'e time ſha!! be no more. 
And ſtill be ſounded by che Trump of Fame, 
W here e're ſhe Engliſh valour does proclaim. :

How Guy deſcended from Caſſtbilanins the renowned Brittiſh Prince; Of his 
Birth and youthful Explous: And how he fell in Love with Pheiice the 
Ear is b autc« us Daughter, and how ſhe diſpiſed bis ſuit. 

Uyraldus Caſſili anius, Son of Goran Caſſibilunius, but more vulgar- 
G ly known by the name of Guy of Warrick, by which name we muſt trace 
the Hiſtory of his Life, born in the famous City of Harwict, in the fixth 
year of the Reign of Edgard the great, his Father being an accompliſhe:l Gen- 
temen, and had formerly a very good Eſtate in Northumberland, which he was 
forced to part with to ſave his Lite, at the time of his being taken Priſoner, 
for bearing Arms under the ſubdued Sazon King of Meacia, upon which re- 
ſignation obtaining his Liberty from the Martial, in whoſe cuſtody he was, he 
came to Warrick, & there ſo well behayed himſelf, that he won the affections 
and good liking of all the Gentry, but eſpecially of Earl Kobants, whom the 
King had made Governour of the Town and Caſtle, who took him into his 
houſe, and made him his Steward; in which place he behaved him ſelf ſo well. 
that he won the aff.Ctions of a Knights Daughter in the Town, which he mar- 
ried, and on her begat renowned Guy, the ſubject of this famous Hiſtory, who 
might be ſaid like Hercules from his very Infancy to be made for War, and 

:cat Exploits, being ſo well limbed from Head to Foot, as might denote a

his Mothers dreams preſaged no lefs: for during her pregnancy ſhe fancied

tion, atid ſo great in Arms renown'd, as ſhould amaze manrkind, and be the 
terror of the Pagan world. This ſhe declared to the Counteſs of Warwick, 
about a month before liet delivery, which” afterwards proved true, as ill 
ampiy be relaced z For no ſooner had he attained to eight years of age, but he 
began to practice skill in wraſtling, running, throwing ſtones, and cther exe 
cites that his tender yeais were capable of, in which he excceded all that were 
much older and far bigger than himſelf, to the admiration of thoſe that obſer- 
ved him more curiouſly : His delight Was in hardihips, & laborious exerciſc,& 
ſo continued till ſixteen, at which age few men could encounter with hira, he 
then was uſed tocnier the Liſt, and wizercſocver he came, always came off with 
applauſe. lnſomuch, that the Ear! hearing of his unmatched exploſis, ſent 
"for him, and cnteriain'd him at dinner wich himſelf and feveral of the Genrry 
of that Country; but above all Pheiice his beautious daughter, Angel- bright

and with accompliſhed Graces Fraught, on whom Gay 1 his youthful 
Eyes, immediately felt Loves paſſion wound his Soul, and paffion, like a Fe- 
ver burned within; ſtill as he gazed, he felt new Flames, and fo unexpected a 
ſurprize, that all began to Wonder at this ſudden change, his Father demand- 
eil the cauſe, but cold not get the Secret from his Breaſt, it ſtuck tog cloſe yet 
after the ſumptuous repaſt, he played ſeveral Prizes before the Earl, and h ing 
ſtung by Love, grew more fierce againſt his Combatants; or perhaps to thew 
the Lady his Valour, and to make her have ſome eſteem of his worth; ſo 
that at Wreſtling, Back- Word. Faulcheon, or the like, none were able to 
ſtand before him, for his force ſeemed more than man, and all that he ſtruck or 
laid his hand upon, he felled or tumbled to the ground; ſo that at the liſt none 
durſt encounter with him: He ſeeing that, put on his Cothes, and going to the 
Earl, humbly deſired hie Licenſe to retire himſeif as he pretended, for Re- 
freſhment? at which the Earl embracing him, ſaid, Go th worthy Youth, 
our Nations Pride: and withal gave him a Ring ſet with Diamonds, as like- 
wiſe ſrycral Noblc-men made him Preſents, the which he unwillingly te- 
ccived, modeſtly excuſing the applauſes, and favours they had keaped upon 
him, ſaying He was mit worihy of them, and that his whole Lifes ſervice muſt 
mae them Reſiitution for thoſe benefits he had recewed at their Hands; 
which modeſtly made them yet commend him more, & have a greater eſteem 
ot his Vertuzs, and cac!: was the more deſirous of his Company; but at his 
earneſt requeſt, and the approach of night, they diſmiſſed him, upon his promiſe 
to attend them the next day. After he was departed, and the Table ſump- 
tuouſly ſpread, Wine in abundance was called for, and ſupper no focner end- 
ed, but the Earl h gun Gus Health, each of the Lords and Gentry then pre 
ſent pledging it with their Hats oft. Such Fame got he by his prevailing 
manhood ; aticr which round, their whole diſcoutte was of his hope fulneſs, & 


the great En owments that Nature and Art had conſpired to beſtow upon 


him: Guy's Father was much j ed in his happy Son. &c. 

But now we muſt leave them in the midſt of their Joilitry, and follow Gu; 
into his ſecret retirement, where being arrived, he began to comte mplate upon

Teeth like Orient Pearls, incloſed with Coral Lips, and ſuch a winning Smile 
as might raviſh the beholder, with a —_ Chia tranſparent, whileſt in cu- 
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comly mean; to ſum up all, Natures Maſterpiece, the wonder of her Sex. 
1 heſe conſidered, wrackt poor Guy almoſt to diſpait of ever attaining ſuch an 
accompliſh'd creature, while thus he gives his paſſion Vent: How am l loſt ! 
for ever loſt, in what a pathleſs maze is it L wander ? can Loves foree be ſuch 


to wound an heart that never injut'd his Deity 2 but if it muſt be fo, that it 


is thy ſport {winged god) to wound us mortals with thy flaming thafis, let 
her in whoſe bright Eyes thou ſateſt when firft thou wingedſt them with her 
Glances, and darted them into my breaſt ) feel an «qual paſſion, or elle it is 
Tyranbpy to torture one thou art not purpoſed to relieve: How am | wrapped 
in Clouds, not knowing where Iam, fo quickly ſnatched in to the nnkaown 
Regions, where 1 cannot turn unto the right or to the left, but muſt either 
Soar aloft, or fall into Confuſion, wild and ruinous, the latter is ſure, if not 
prevented by the former: For me to attain that beautious, lovely form di- 
vine, my ſole. deſire, is, J fear allogether impoſſible, by reaſon of the infinite 
diſtance in our Fortunes, ſhe fo high, and I ſo mean and low ; yet that me- 
thinks ſhould not devide us; Love is far more pure than Gold, and witneſs 
my wounds its force is irreſiſtable.

with-held his dreadful Arm, but it was too late, for the miferable man only li- 
red to tell the creachery, and dyed through t i; exceſſive wounds; after which 
Guy not unmindful of his murthered and wounded Knights, went to an Her- 
mits Cave not far diſtance thence, and gave him order for to bury the two 
flain, and to take in Herauld into his charge and care, laying a grievous 
curſe upon him if he medled with the reſt, and ſo departed (after leave takem 
through the ſolitary G:ove, bewailling much the loſs of his dear Friends, yet 
not declining Honours ſearch, no ſooner had he paſſed the thick ſhades, — 
from a riſing Hill he beheld a fair and goodly City, before which on a Plain 
were many armed Knights aſſembled, to juſt at Tilt and Turnament, the 
which ſomewhat revived his Spirits, as well hoping to find Duke Otton there, 
and ſo revenge on him the treachery, but he was not at that time fa for-

ind as to declare the man, perhaps I may inform you, for tis ſure that I. 
ould know that voice, Alas! ( faid he) it is a Man renowned in, Arms, 
hrough all the ſpacious world, one for whoſe ſake I left my Native-Land, 
and one who ſaved my life from cruel Foes. With that Guy underltood that 
t was Herauld, nor could he conceal him ſelf, but pulling up his Vizage, dif- 
overed his Face, and immediately alighting, 1 8 him whilſt he — 
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Joy exprefling theſe words : And has kind Heaven been ſo propitious as to 
reſtore thy Life, whom {ſuppoſed Deatl? behold me Herauid, I am he you 
ſought, hencetorth let cares be vaniſhed from this Breaſt : my only Requeſt 
is now to know how your wounds were cured. To wiom thus Herauld 
replyed with Eves Fur-fowed with Tears of Joy; On, how can it be, am 
I thus unloo!od for made fc happy! then know, worthy Gay, the Hermic wich 
whom you left me in charge, after having conducted me faint as 1 was to 
his Cave, poured Balſonis into my Wounds, and with foveraign Cordials 
refreſhed my faiati g Spirit's. | | | 
So that after ſome continuinte in bis Cave, I gathered flrengch, but could 
not be contented in my mind tor lofs of you; which reftl:Gnets the good old 
Hermit perceiving, was very luqu'ſitive to know tie cauſe, which I as ſreely 
declared, upon which he delivered me this Gawn to cover my Armor, that fo 
I might the more ſecurely travel in thy ſcarch, the which has now happily 
been ſucceſsful.

to Chriſtians !!7es, Cid ſpare the Sword, and ſtayed the Souldiers fury makia?

This dyerthrow vexed the Duke of Lorain, fo fore, that he immediately 
vowed reveng?, giving order that all the Millicia of his Dukedom ſhould im- 
mediately march to recrute his broken Army, fo that within ten days he lay 
e] Siege again, with thirty thouſand Horſe and Foot, vowing not to leav? 
the City till hey had layed it as low as the Earth, and thereupon begist it gy 
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his Souldiers round, reſolving fo by cutting off Communication, to ſorce it 
to a ſurrender, for want of Proviſion, but the Stratagem prevailed not: Por 
Cuy and the Duke from the Walls obſerving their intention, the better, to 
aiſencourage them in that point, like Manlius the Roman Ceneral, when be- 
fieged by the Galliſenes, in the Capital, gave Order to throw proviſion in 
abundance down, telling the Enemy, that if they wanted more, upon Requeſt 
they might be furniſhed, for ſaid Guy, I would net ftayve my Foe, leſt when 
overihrown'in Battle, he ſhould excuſe his weakneſs, for want of Food, but 
now you have proviſion, feaſt your ſelves, that I may find you more reſolute 
in War than heretofore I have Cone, for &re the Sun deſcends into the We- 
ſtern Ocean, dreadful Slaughter again ſhall rage through all the bloody field. 
This ſaid, he gave O:der to his Souldiers for to Arm, while Drums and 
Trumpets rowſ:d their droulie Courages; then leading forth ten thoufand 
of the moſt experteſt in three hands. the firſt commanded by himſelſ, the ſecond 
by the Duke, and third by Herauld ; the two firſt, each conſiſting of three 
thouland Foot, and one thouland Horte, and the laſt of two thouſand foot only. 

Wich theſe embattling Vorces, Guy marching in the Van, charged the 


Germans in the Front, and with lis Sword cut à paſſage for his Squadrons 


through their pointed Ranks, that ſhivered Spears flew round his Head like 
Hail; While this was doirg, de Duke and Herauld charged on the Right, 
and the left of the Enemy with ſuch courage and bravery, that the Germans 
finding themſelves aſſaulted on all ſides, endeavoured to fly, and had left their 
Duke to ſhift for his ſafety amidſt his Foes, had not pure ſhame reſtrained : 
Guy obſerving how they tell into diforder, and began to ſhrink together, preſſed 
them the more, and having made a wide gap with infinite laughter of his 
Foes, at laſt came where the Duke of Lorain fought, who no ſooner beheld 
(all beſmeared with blood, and) what havock hz had made, but by retreating 
amongſt his own Squarrons of Horſe, he 17 fit to avoid his fury, and 
fiading ſhortly after that the Battle went again 
be ſounded, fo that in much confuſion he with-drew, leaving about ten thou» 
ſand of his Men dead upon the place; whileſt Guy and the Lovonians charg'd 
upon the flying remains, till they filled the Ditches and Fields with the Slain, 
and wounded even till Guy out of compaſſion ſtayed the Souldiers from pur- 
ſaing, and with the ſpoyl of the Enemies Camp marcked back in Triumph to 
the rown, where Guy was received under a Canopy, and a Traphy railed in 
memory of his matchleſs Valour, and their chief deliverer. 
After the Ceremonies were over - paſt, Guy taking the Duke into private 
retiremens, demanded of him, that if after this Victory he would make a 


League of amity with Lorain, ro which _— joyfully replyed, he was content: 
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him, he cauſed a Retreat to 
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Why then, ſaid Guy, I ſhall be more proud to Eſtabliſh a firm friendſhip be. 
tween two ſuch Potentates, than innumerable Victories, for | hold ir not 
convenient for Chriſtians to War with Chriſtians, and waſte each other to 
glut the Jaws of ſlaughter; but that we rather units our Forces to bend 
our Arms againſt the raging Infidels, who now Tyrannize over the Eaſtern 
World, late by Uſurpation taken from the Roman Empire: Sir, reply'd the 


Duke, if you will favour me fo far as to conclude this friendly League, what 


ever you ſhall propoſe, I willingly will ſign unto. Guy thanked the Duke, 
and. with a thouſand Armed men. marched towards the Hill where the Lo- 


rainians broken Forces lay encamped, or rather ſcattered, and no fooner co- 
ming to the Foot of the ſaid Hill, but he founded a Parley ; at which the Duke 


ſent down his Lieutenant General to know the cauſe; to whom Guy made 


known his undertaking, and withal defired a Perſoral Treaty with the Duke, 


giving him to underſtand who he was; this being no ſooner known, but the 
Duke mounted, and attended by fone of his choice Commanders, came riding 
down towards the Plain, the which Guy no ſooner perceiving, but giving 
order to his Men to ſtand in Battle array, he ſet Spurs to his Horſe, and 
haſted co meet him, and in the midway they alighting, embraced each other, 
after which Guy thus began. me 

Great Prince, againſt whom in our Defence we tought, and Heavens fa- 
vouring the righteous cauſe, commanded Victory. to attend us, which has 
adorned, our conquering Arms with Spoils, yet foigetting and laying aſide 
all farther enmity or quarrels, I from Lovains great Duke here bring you 
terms of peace; for why ſhould Chriltians War, and Chriftians Arms ſhed 
Chriſtians Blo d? then let it be no longer io, great Sir, embrace our offer- 
ed. friend{hip, and no more ]:t us be Foes 3 we impoſè no difficulties as Con- 
querors uſe, but deſite for ro embrace with equal Arms: What though 
your Nephew was by accident ſlain, as the Duke himſelf confeſſes much 
againſt his will, which was the cauſe begat this War; your Highneſs muſt 
forget it; nay, moreover When you conſider that thirty Thouſand Lives have 
made ſufficient Attonement to his ſilent Ghoſt : Let us henceforth War a- 
gainſt the Pagan powers, to drive them back to their diſtant Aſia, and rid 
Europe of ſuch a curb. So ſaid Heroick Guy, to whom the Duke teplyed. 
Mloſt honoured Man, whoſe force in Arms no mortal can reſiſt, though I 
am much grieved for my Nephews death, by Segwins hand bereaved of 
Life, and much more for theſe ſhametul over throws, yet at thy requeſt it ſhall be 
Peace, and henceforth horrid War in Jants Temple ſhall be locked up faſt, 
while bound in chains on Impious Arms ſhe fits complaining, with an hun- 
dred bloody mouths ; Go worthy Engliſh man, go tell my Brother, for now 
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enmity is baniſhed, that's the Name that a Royal Tent fhall on this plain be 
pitched, in which an everlaſting peace ſhall be concluded for thy ſake, 

Upon which Guy thanked the Duke, and returning to the City, declared 
to Segwin what had paſſ-d, who embraced Guy, and payed his labour with 
rich preſents and a thouſand thanks, and then Iſſuing out in pompous Attire, 
attended by all his Nobles, Guy being. placed in bis Chatior on the right, 
and Herauld on his left, they drove to the Tent or Pavilion of ſtate, where - 
Sigbert Duke of Lerain in ſplended Equipage attend their coming, where 
alighting, they embraced each other with ſuch fervancy, as if enmity had been 
a ſtranger to them, and ſump:uouſly feaſted each other tor the ſpace of ſis 
days, fo that the Noiſe of War wasturned in o Joy and Delight, cauſed by 
all manner of Noble Paſtime, and at laſt Friendihip fo prevailed, that at tue 
earneſt requeſt of Guy, Duke Sigbert of Lorain gave Segwin Duke of Lovim 
his eldeſt Daughter fair Nitinda in Marriage, which dowutly crowned the Joy - 
on all fides, the which being ſomewhat abated, Guy impatient of eaſe, re- 
queſted fo: ces of the rwo Dukes, to go againſt the Sarazens, who had then 
broke in upon the Greck Empire and laid great part of it waſte, to which 
motion they were very unwilling to condeſcend, deſiring him out of all love to 
ſtay with them, and not to hazard himſelf in ſuch dangerous Enterprizes; 
but they finding him to perſiſt in his reſolution, and that they in vain pers 
ſwaded him to the contraty, intreated him to draw out what Forces he 
thought ſufficient, and that they would furniſh him with all things conve- 
nient for the War, at which Grant, Guy returned them thanks, aſſuring 
that he would ſo employ them to the Honour of Chriſtendom, that after Ages 
fhould wonder at their prowels : and thereupon he ſelected rwo-thouſand of 
the choiceſt Souldiers preſent, onejof Lorainians, and the other of the Lovanians, 
who were willinger to go under his command than can be imagined; fo he 
having embarqued them upon ten ſhips of War, took his leave of the two 
Dukes, with promiſe to viſit them at his retutn, and bring them ſuch T ro- 
phies as the fortune of War ſhould deal- him, whereupon they accampanied him 
to the ſhore, and departed not thence till his ſhips were quite failed. out of ſizht 


So much he honour*d was where etre he came, 
And looks upon as the eldeſt Son of Fame, 
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low Guy being furniſhed with two Thouſand Men, and ten ſhips of War, 
marched to the Relief of Bizantum, then beſieged by the Turks and Sa. 
razens, and being ſcattered from the reſt of his Fleet, is fer upon by three 
Pyrates, two of which he deftroys, and forced the third to fly; Relieves 
the City, kills many of the Pagan Champions ; and in his Retura fights

Fter a Months failing, Guy having coaſted Italy, and entred far into 

the Mediterenian Sea, where by a Levant wind being ſeparated above 

two Leagues from the reſt of his Fleet, he was ſet upon by three Turks men 
of War, belonging to Salle, who ſuppoſing him a Prize, and that his Ship 
was filled with rich Merchandiſe, came boldly up ard endeavoured to board 
him, which Guy perceiving, ſmiled disdaintuily, and with many Heroick ex- 
preſſions encouraging his Men, ke drew his flaming Sword, ſo dreadfully 
tnown in War, and charged upon the aſſailing Iundels with ſuch fury that 
all he reached glutted th: gaping Jaws of death, cutting their ſhrouds, tackle, 
and all other Engins in pieces like a wine thread, whilſt Berauld and 
the reſt were not ldle on the other fide, for having prepared Pitch, Hemp, Tar, 
and Roſin, they ſet it on Fire, and with a certain Engine threw it into the 
Turks Ship that engaged them, on that ſide, (a ffratagem till then un- 
known) which catching hold on the Decks, Maſts, and Rigging, blazed into 
an horrid flame, which ſeemed to curdle amongſt the Clouds, the which they 
being no way able to extinguiſh, with a Dreadful cry forſook the Burning 
Rhizes, and leaped into the Ocean, where many of them periſhed ; which ſhe 
other two fhips ſeeing, hoiſted up all their Sails, and endeavoured to flye, 
which one of them effected; but Guy having cloſe grapled with the other, 
{2aped on board her, and there made ſuch ſlaughter, that all che Decks d 
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covered with the ſlip, which fo amzzzd the Turks, that they cryed abet © af 
Mahomet to eme and fave them from the Devils that fought againſt them, | 
but their Prayers were in vain, till Guy cut of Campoallien lpated their lives, 
and putting forty of his men on board, at then with the remaining Pri- 
ſoners go his Friend the Duke, as the firſt fruits of bis Atchievemeats; ro 1 

ſooner was this engagement ended, but all his ſlyps came up with him, &« 17 
who by reaſog of a Fogg miſtook their way, fo that Night coming on, Guy 

commanded them to ftand off to the Sourh-Eaft, and fai} gently till morn- 
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ing, for fear of funning foul upon the Rocks that are too frequent in thoſe 
parts-hid under Water, near to the ſhores, &c. 


No ſooner the inſuing morning had the Sun ſent forth his Orient beams, 
but from his Deck Guy viewed the Coaſt, and from afar beheld a City beſie- 
ged, and heard the murmure of their irours to volly through the Air, much 
tike the found of Thunder almoſt ſpent; whereupon he ordered his Pilot to 
fathom for the next convenient Landing Place; which being found, he put in, 
and ſent Sir Herauld with two more Captains, to underſtand if poſſible who 
the beſieged and the beſiegers were, which meſſage they as willingly under. 
took, and after about five hours ſtay, return'd with this following Account, 


- which they learnt from a ſtragling Turk, who they allo brought with them 


as their Priſoner, That it was Bizantum, made famous by the Honours done 
to it by Conftantine the great, and late the Metropolitan City ofthe Greek 
Empire, and that the Souldan of Babilon with thirty thouſand Men layed 
Siege againſt it, his Forces for the moſt part conſiſting of Turks and Sara- 
zens, and that the Siege had continued with. much ſlaughter on both ſides 


tor the ſpace of three months, the City being defended by a number of Chri- 


ftians, under the command of Albertus a noble Saxon. 
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This was not a little pleaſing to Guy, who had now met, with a fair oppor * 
tunity of making his valour known, ſo that immediately he ſent Heranld and one 
K. more to the Lord Albertus, to accquaint him, that he ay in the Port with 
two thouſand Chriſtians under his command, und that if he would in the eve» 
ning open the Gates that looked to the Sea-ward, he wonld fight his way thro” 
the foes and enter the Cit ; Herauld and the other Knight untertake the 
Embaſſy, and in Turks habit, having got the Watch-word f the Priſonets, 
they paſſed the Guards, and being come to the gate knocked aloud, and no ſoo- 
ner declaring that their meſſage was to Albertus, but the Porter opening the 
Wicket gave them entrance, when ſtrait they were conducted to the Caſtle 
where the General and his chief commanders were aſſembled in a Counſe; 
of War, to whom after reverence done, they made known. the cauſe of their 
coming; at the firſt mention of which Albertus, and the reſt were ſome. 
what doubtful leſt it might be ſome treacherous defign to win the Town, 
but when their Letter of credence under Guy's hand and Seal were produced, 
they ſtood no longer pauſing, but treated them with all imaginable kindneſs, 
ſaying, that they would not onlie open the gate at the hour appointed, but like- 
wiſe at the ſame time ſallie aut upon the fae to make his entrance more eaſie, 
and ſo diſmiſſed them with many expreſſions of joy: the time being come, Guy 
landed his men as ſilently as poſlible, and drawing them up in Battalia upon 
the ſhore. gave order to thoſe that remained in the ſhips-to ſtand offto Sea, 
till he ſignrfied to them his farther pleaſure by an appointed ſign, which ac- 
cordingly being done, he marched rowards the City, but e'er he could gain 
entrance, the Enemy took the Alarum, ſo that arm, arm, they cryed thro-
